2. That, as one of tn&consequences of the 
late civil war, about »382,000,0l)0 of non-In- 
terest bearing Treasury notes weie Issued 
to, and ate now helil by, the people as asafe 
and convenient currency, It would be un- 
wise and Inexpedient, In the present finan- 
cial condition oi the people, to attempt the 
Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
such Treasury notes. 
3. That the lawn for the establishment of 
national banks having secured to the States
